Nor does this falfe Modefty expofe us to fu 
A&tions as are indifcreet, but way often to fuck 
as are highly criminal, When: Xenophon was called 
timorous, becaufe he would not venture his Mony 
in a Game at Dice : J cunfe/s, faid he, that I ‘ain 
exceeding timorexs, for I dare nut do an ilt thing. 
On the contrary, a Man of'vicious Modefty com- 
plies with every thing, .and is ‘only fearful of do- 
ing what may look fingular in the Company where 
he — He falls in with: the Torrent, and 
lets himlelf go to every Adion or Difcourfe,-how- 
ever unjuftifiable in its felf, fo it be in Vogue a- 
mong the prefent Party. This, though one of the 
moft commion, is one of the moft ridiculous Dif- 
pofions ‘in Human Nature, ‘that Men fhould not 
be athamed of fpeaking or a@ting in a diffolute or 
— — ne one who is in their 

mpany fhould be afhamed of governing hi

Concern. We have in England a particular Bafh- 
fainefs in every thing that regards Religion, A 
well-bred Man is obliged to conceal any Serious Sen- 
timent of this Nature, and very often to appear a 
greater Libertine than heis, thet he may keep himfelf 
in Countenance among the Men of Mode. Our 
Excefs of Modefty makes us fhame-faced in all the 
Exercifes of Piety and Devotion. This Humour 
prevails upon us dafly ; infomuch, that at 
Many well-bred ‘Fables, the Matter of the Houfe 
is fo very Modeft a Man, that he has not theCon- 
fidence to fay Grace at his own Table: A Cuftom 


that is not only practifed by all the Nations about ° 


us, but was, fever omitted by the Heathens them- 
felves. Englifo Gentlemen who Travel into Ro- 
man Catholick Countries, are not a little furprized 
to meet with People of the beft Quality kneeling in 
their Churches, and engaged in their private Devo- 
tions, tho’ it be not at the Hours of Publick Worthip. 


An Officer ofthe Army, or a Man of WitandPleafare - 


in thofe Countries, would be afraid of pafling not only 
for an Irreligious, but an [1l-bred Man, thould he be 
feen to go to Bed, or fit down at Table, without 
offering up his Devotions on fuch Occafions. The 
fame Show of Religion appears in all the Foreign 
Reformed Churches, and enters fo much into their 
Ordinary Converfation, that an Englifomap is apt 
to. term them Elypooritical and Pr ie:

This. led them into the other Extream, eve- 
ry Appearanceof Devotion was looked upon as Pu- 
ritannicak, and falling into the Hands of the Ridi- 
calers who flvurifhed in that Reign, and attacked 
every thing that was Serious, it has ever fince been 
out of Countenance amongus. By this means we 
are gradually fallen into that Vicious Modelty 
which has in fome meafere worn out from amon 
us the Appearance of Chriftianity in Ordinary Lite 
and Coaverfation, and which dittinguithes us from 
ail the Nations. that lie about us.
